Regarding the 35 U.S. C. 101 rejections: The Examiner's basis for the rejections under 35 U.S. C. 101 is not that the claims lack a physical 
transformation or a useful, concrete, and tangible result. Despite "a memory" to store a record of a selection, the "authoring tool," "role 
allocation module," and "function allocation module" are all claims to computer programs, where the "authoring tool" is a limitation of the 
preamble. Because the authoring tool and allocation modules only exist as functional descriptive material in the form of computer programs, 
there is no claim to any structural element that imparts the functionality defined in the computer programs, thus they are not computer 
components. However, a claimed computer-readable medium encoded with a computer program which imparts functionality to a computer 
when loaded onto the computer defines a statutory invention. See MPEP §2106.01 

Regarding the 35 U.S.C. 1 03 rejections over Owens, Sadhwani-Tully, and Griffin: Examiner maintains the obviousness of claims 1,10, and 
22 in light of the references. Sadhwani-Tully discloses a system including an administrator that allocates both roles and functions to users. 
(Additionally disclosed, but not relied upon, Sadhwani-Tully discloses that the user that is the administrator must even assign roles and 
functions to him-/her-self for subsequent use of the system (Col. 6, Lines 9-13)). Griffen discloses a role and resource policy management 
system wherein any administrative capability can be delegated to any inferior role below the administrator. Thus by giving a user 
administrative capabilities such as managing accounts, delegating administrative capabilities, or personalizing user interface elements as 
suggested by Griffen, or the administrative capabilities of Owens or Sadhwani-Tully such as managing and allocating roles and functions, 
the user is subsequently selecting a role for himself and selecting functions for himself. Simply, Griffen passes on the administrative tasks 
of user-role and user-function allocations from the administrator to the user himself. 
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
